Convictions against members of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police in connection with the handling of narcotic 
drugs on this coast have been quashed by the Federal Depart- 
ment of Justice. Word to this effect was received in Victoria 
late to-day. > • 

The decision of the Department of Justice to quasb these 
convictions followed the report of Commissioner J. P. Smith, 
K.C , who investigated charges against the officers and exoner¬ 
ated them. 

Frederick W. Eccles, Frank Fernandez and W. Lane Smith 
are the officers who were charged in the City Police Court here 
in August, 1923, with illegal possession of fifty tins of opium. 
A conviction followed after several remanded hearings, with 
prison sentences of eighteen months for Eccles and Fernandez, 
and a term of nine months for Smith. 

Eccles and Fernandez were ordered to pay a fine of $1,000 
each, and Smith one of half that amount. From these convic¬ 
tions the accused appealed by way of stated case to the Supreme 
Court. The hearing of the stated case was still before the courts. 

It is stated that the Department of Justioe considered that 
the evidence on which the conviction was based was insufficient, 
that the men were acting under orders of the R.C.M.P. and in 
the performance of their duty.

Seattle's popul ation has' passed the 
400,000 mark, with an increase of 
34.2 per cent, since the federai cen¬ 
sus in 1920. The Increase in the num¬ 
ber of building permits and the num¬ 
ber of residences, apartments and 
flats constructed since 1920 were 
feature* considered by- him in arriv¬ 
ing at his estimate of 424.000. 

"Careful analysis of the figures ob¬ 
tained from the city Building De¬ 
partment shows that since January 1. 
1920. we have gained a total of 108.- 
892 persons over nnd above the cen-' 
sue figures of 315,312 persons." he 
said. 

"The records of the Building De¬ 
partment show that since 1920 we 
have built 7.197 private residences. 

I including cottages, bungalows and 
houses; 42 flat buildings containing 
approximately 1.748 flats (or unheat¬ 
ed apartments! and 123 apartment 
buildings containing 18,280 individ¬ 
ual upsrtments. This makes a total 
of 27,223 new dwelling units. 

Using the United States Govern¬ 
ment figure of an average of four 
persona.

slans and to some extent Prussianised. None 
the less the Grand Duchess was at flrat upset 
about It.

TELEPHONE GERMLESS

An old scam hoa recently been resurrected a* 
to the communication of infectious diseases by 
the use of public telephones. An eminent Lon¬ 
don bacteriologist therefore conducted * series 
of tests with telephone mouthpieces which nad 
been In uae at busy call offices In po#t offices, 
railway terming.meat markets and other places. 
The mouthpieces had received no special treat¬ 
ment other than the cleaning ordinarily giv-n. 
The testa showed that the mouthpieces were 
quite free from tubercle bacilli. 

A more drastic teat was to fix telephones in 
the wards of a sanatorium used only by tuber¬ 
cular patients. The instruments were In use 
for varying periods without being either cleaned 
or disinfected. On examination, no tubercle 
bacilli were found, and the expert gave hls ver¬ 
dict Thet “the - tra n s m issio n of. tuberculosis 
through the medium of the telephone was prac¬ 
tically Impossible.” x.

At the end of the war he gave up pro¬ 
fessional life, took up latql at Fenn, Al¬ 
berta, and started farming. 

Major Strange's achievement may up¬ 
set some ideas as to the requirements of 
previous experience for a successful agri¬ 
culturist. But it will cause at least some 
thinking about laws which would ristriet 
immigration to persons who have carried 
on farming elsewhere. Ability or patieqje 
to till the soil in Europe is no guarantee 
'of auccess in the Canadian West: 

The success of this soldier-farmer is 
one proof that the city dweller is not 
necessarily at a disadvantage with the life¬ 
long agriculturist when it comes to 
pioneering under new conditions. A large 
proportion of the early settlers in On¬

GIGANTCSAURUS 


Cheap liquor advocates in the Alberta 
Legislature who want the Government 
under the new liquor control act of that 
Province to distribute liquor on a strictly 
cost basis, will not find much in the ex¬ 
perience of British Columbia to advance 
their arguments. Public opinion almost 
universally has come to accept the idea of 
liquor being a luxury and as such, in these 
days of necessarily high taxation, linble 
for luxury taxation even more so than 
automobiles and amusements.

F OSSIL hunting seems to have taken 
the place to-day of the explorations 
for new lauds of centuries gone by 
and even of the polar trips which were 
the rage in more recent years.

Three 
of these depots will be landtng 
grounds for the aviators, while others 
will be emergency store* in case of 
forced landings through fug or other 
reasons. 

Fifteen days from now the British 
attempt will commence at C ro ydon. 
Eng, when Squadron trader *f«r- 
Lachlan. Flight-Lieut. Plenderlelth 
nnd Bergeant Brown wrill “hop off" 
in what Is destined to be a race for 
the honor of carrying a n a tion 's flag 
first around the glob* by air. 

The actual voyage of the aviators 
will be 24.eoo miles, and for almost 
half of this distance Canada will 
share in the ground organisation for 
the flight. The trip will consume 
twelve days and twelve hour* in 
actual flying time, though several 
months will elapse before the circuit 
of the earth has been made. 

START MARCH 15 

The British entry sets 4 >ut on 
March 15. On that day also Major 
Martin will head a party of four 
American army 'planes on their .way 
from Los Angeles around the world 
in the reverse direction. The Ameri¬ 
can machines will fly over a route 
that approximates 27.000 miles 
though in the main differing but 
slightly from the other course. 

From Yokohama to Bt. Johns. 
Newfoundland. Canada ^ill aid the 
British entry and to this end prepara¬ 
tions have been under way for some 
time. 

The British party has set a new 
style in long-distance flights in that 
they have decided to abandon all 
communication with the outside 
world. No wireless will be carried.

Is made In very dry weather it may 
be necessary to give the bog garden 
more water than the overflow will 
supply to keep It thoroughly moist. 
The best time to plant the bog garden 
Is In the Spring or in the late Sum¬ 
mer. The plants should be very 
firmly planted so that their roots 
may get a good hold of the soil. 

Once planted, the bog garden will 
take care of Itself except for the re¬ 
moval of weeds and a little care to 
prevent th*» stronger growing plants 
from taking possession of the whole 
area. 

The plants should be examined 
every Spring and Fait and some soil 
added to those that have grown too 
high above the earth A mixture of 
I leaf mold and loam is best for thle 
! purpose. 

PLANT8 TO CROW 

A number of aquatic plants may be 
planted In the small pond. Ordinary 
water lilies should be planted in 
water two feet deep. These may be 
hud In white, pink, crimson, and sev¬ 
eral other colors, including a double 
and a semi-double white. Small wa¬ 
ter lilies, which ‘should be planted in 
not more than eighteen inches of 
water, may be had m almost ae many 
colors.

MIXING CONCRETE ’ 

If one 


cannot get clay concrete 
must be used. This should consist of 
three parts of samjkto one of cement, 
but much cement may be saved by 
fl fst llryl frg the whole excavation with 
rocRTfTbNl 1-iicka or cement alab. and 
then working the cement over them, 
after all the cracks have been filled 
with good concrete. Three Inches of 
concrete should be applied, well 
worked over wit h a tr owel end left 
rough.so that the final coating of ce¬ 
ment will be sure to adhere. See 
that the cement la well mixed, or 
leaks are almost sure to occur. When 
the concrete Is set. go over the whole 
with a mixture of one part of cement 
to one part of sand, making the coat¬ 
ing an Inch thick. When this I* dry 
go over It again with a Whitewash or 
other brush and a mixture of pure 
cement and water, to which has been 
added about ten per cent of coal oil. 

A great Improvement may be made 
If the sides the exeavatkro are- 
carried up' to within about six or 
seven Inches of the water level, and 
then formed Into a kind of shelf 
about a foot hroad. with concrete 
along the bottom and upright por¬ 
tions und with rocks embedded on 
the water side. This shelf may then 
be filled with aoil and many charm¬ 
ing plants may ba grown around the 
pond.
